tors have drawn on until stocks have rnn 
down to the lowest point in many months, 
and dealers have bongUt sparingly from 
week to week believing supplies would in- 
crease; in this they have been disappoint- 
ed, and at last are compelled to bid prices 
up in order to secure enough cattle to fill 
their dally orders. The supplies fox *o« 
week show a slight increase over last week 
and the corresponding time last year, but 
were no more than the trade required, and 
values have been 
marked np another 


notch, 


8LIGHT ADVANCB IN PIUCKS. 


Compared with last week values show an 


advance of 25 to 30 eta. per 100 Ibs. for 
good to extra prime steers 15 to 23 ots. per 
100 Ibs. for dressed beef and shipping 
grades, and 10 ots. per 100 Ibs. for the 
common and mtdittcn kinds. 
During the 


corresponding week last year with less 
than 55,000 cattle on sale the "market ruled 
slow and weak, values declining 10 to-15 
ots. per 100 Ibs. on all 'grades; extra prime 
steers selling at $4.85 to $5.35; exporters 
from $4.20 to $1.85, with fair, to good 
d'essed beef and shipping steera from $3,25 
to $4.35' per 100 Iba., while for tbe same 
week in 1889 we quote extra prime steera 
$4.60 to $4.85; exporters $1 00 to $4.60, 
with fair to good dressed beef and.shipping 
steers from $2.85 to $3.75 per 100 lb». 


SHEEP, 


Estimated receipts for the week, 47,662, 


a decrease of 71,239 as compared with tbe 
previous week. 


Supplies, although lighter than a week 


ago, have been ample. On the opening 
day of the week, and values declined 10 to 
15 cts. per 100 Ibs. on all grades. It proved, 
however, to be tbe low day of the week. 
Supplies have gradually decreased since 
Monday, and with a little better inquiry 
from Eastern dealers a portion of the loss 
has been regained. The quality of the re- 
ceipts has been poor, too many common 
half fat sheep arriving. 
Some fed Texan9 


and MexicooB arrived and sold from $3.90 
to 5 ots., and a large bunch of fall clipped 
Texans sold to a feeder at $3.45 per 100 
Ibs., averaging 62 Ibs. Tbe fed Westerns 
are principally marketed, and moderate re- 
ceipts may be looked for from now on.

selling at $6,50 per 100 Iba. 


Present prices for sheep are 20 to 40 cts, 


per 100 Ibs. higher than a year ago, while 
lambs are Belling from 75 to $1.00 per 100 
Ibs. lower.

tTn'.ted States Senator Voorheea of Indi- 


ana, " The Tall Sjosicore oi the Wabash," 
bas been interviewed on the political situ- 
ation, and expresses satisfaction at the 
strong ground which Senator Harris and 
others have taken against the renomina- 
tioa of Cleveland because of his opposition 
to free coinage, He Bays: 


"The next Democratic Contention will 


certaily insert a free coinage plank in the 
platform and permit no doubtful or un- 
certain declarations on that subject. The 
Democratic party will then nominate a 
man who will stand upon that platform. 
The party cannot afford to warpjits platform 
or principles to suit the personal qualifica- 
tions of the nominee. No sir; no man or 
party can be elected who opposes the free 
coinage of silver. I am certain Mr. Cleve- 
land ooald not curry Indiana on his recent 
anti-silver letter, no matter what might be 
pat in the platform." 


Indians, an agricultural State, favors 


free 
coinage as does Illinois, 
Iowa, 


Kansas, Nebraska and in fact the whole 
northwest, and will not be satisfied with 
uncertain declarations or meaningless plati- 
tudes on that question. Four-fifths of the 
Democratic party, as the votes of its leaders 
lu Congress have proved, favor the remoo- 
etiaation of silver, and ai Cleveland is not 
in accord with his party on that issue, his 
name should not be mentioned in connec- 
tion with the nomination tot President. 


The Western States proved in the No- 


vember election that the ties which bound 
the people to the Republican party have 
been severed, and that farmers recognize 
the fact that the war, which ended just 
twenty-six years ago, is over. Those who 
left the Republican party last Fell are unan- 
imously in favor of free coinage, and with 
a free coinage platform and a free coinage 
Candidate for President, the Democrats 
may reasonably hope to sioure the electoral 
votss of Illinois, Michigan, Wisconsin and 
Nebraska, eaon and all of which gave the 
Democrats a majority last Fall, and have a 
fighting show in Iowa, which has a Demo- 
cratic Governor, and in Minnesota, whet'! 
the Republican majority of 38,000 in 1888 
was reduced to a plurality of 2,300 lust 
Fall.

West and South demanding free coinage, 
the Democrats in Congress on record i.i 
favor of it, and the Republicans as a party 
opposed to it, the Democrats cannot afford 
to nominate Cleveland to please Wall 
Street, which would support the Republi- 
can nominee in any event, as that party, 
whoever its nominee for President may be, 
baa placed itself on record, against the re- 
monetiz»,tion of mlver.

ANOTHER KX-SXATK OFD'ICKB GONE. 


Hon. Charles F. Bioknell, who held State 


office for sixteen years, haB wiped the al- 
kali of Nevada from bis sandals, deodor- 
ized his wardrobe of the scent of sagebrush, 
and departed for the orange groves of Los 
Angeles. 


It is said that he publicly announced his 


intention to leave the State at the expira- 
tion of bis term, but he was prevailed upon 
to remain and assist in enacting laws for 
the government of the State after he left 
it. Though it was understood that he had 
no interest in Nevada, except an office hold- 
ing one, be was chosen Speaker with the 
understanding, it is said, that the bosses 
would save him the trouble of selecting the 
committees. 


It ia but just to Mr. Bioknell to say that 


he made a good officer, and a matter of 
regret that so able and intelligent a man 
should have given reason to believe that 
he permitted himself to be used by the 
bosses on the eve of bis departure from 
among a people who had honored him by 
electing him to a responsible State office 
for four consecutive terms. 


Nearly all the ex-State officials have now 


left Nevada, and so far as known not a 
dollar of their salaries is invested in Ne- 
vada. The respectable element in the dom- 
inant party should endeavor in the future 
to prevent the bosses from running their 
conventions and nominating men who have 
no interest except an office holding one in 
Nevada, for every lucrative position io the 
State.

chooses to pnrsuo it in a painstaking and 
intelligent way," said a young woman. 
"Five years ago I bought a little farm 
near Anacostia, called it 'Bose Acres,' 
and started in merely for amtnemenf a 
sake with a few rose boshes and some 
other plants. I love Sowers dearly, and 
the labor I expended upon them was well 
repaid by the pleasure of it, but after a 
while I found that it would produce 
money also. So I planted more and 
more, until nt present I have between 
three and four thousand rose bushes of 
the choicest varieties. A skilled gar- 
dener told me the other day that my col- 
lection of hybrid perpetuals is probably 
the finest in this country. On the day 
before Decoration Day I picked and sold 
5,000 roses from my own place. 


I am extravagantly, fond of roses, 


jut violets are more profitable. On the 
lay before Christmas I picked and sold 
5,300 violets at two cents apiece; that is 


worth. They were worth the high- 
price then, but they never bring less 


than one cent apiece. To raise them ia 
quite easy. I have 330 glass sashes un- 
der which the violets bloom all winter 
ong. In May I have a lot of fresh 
ground plowed and prepared, and in it I 
plant all my violets, taken from beneath 
the sashes for the purpose. Then I sim- 
ply take up the sashes and cover the 
newly planted violets with them and 
the work is done. In October they be- 
gin to bloom, and continue all through 
the winter, so that 1 can pick them every 
day and send the flowers to market. 


ALWAYS A MAEKET. 


All of my violet plants come from one 


little pot that I bought at the Center 
markot five years ago. They are made 
to multiply by dividing the roots, so 
that a single plant taken up in the spring 
will supply a score or more. I sell my 
flowers by sending them to the florists 
in Washington or very often in New 
York. Prices are higher in New York, 
so that it usually pays to express 
them on. 


"There is always a market for flowers 


and there is never any difficulty in dis- 
posing of them. Any florist is glad to 
buy them if they are good ones and in 
prime condition. Those which I send 
to New York are delivered early the 
next morning. I expressed some thith- 
er originally on speculation and I got 
immediate replies praising their quality 
and asking for more. The violets must 
be picked always in the afternoon, be- 
cause otherwise they lose their perfume. 
Then they must be brought into town 
in the evening for shipment. 


"My greatest sticcess is with sweet 


pease, which njiost people do not get 
along very v/ell with in this latitude. I 
get the very finest possible seed to begin 
with. From June to August I pick 
very nearly 4,000 sweet pea blossoms 
daily, and they sell for fifty cents a hun- 
dred, so that they are really the moat 
profitable of my flowers. They require 
but little care. I plant the seeda in the 
spring in open ground, about four inches 
deep, and as the plants grow the earth is 
kept hilled up around them. Then posts 
are stuck in along tho rows with strings 
arranged so that the vines are trained 
upon them. I had one-sixteenth of an 
acre set out with sweet pease, and i( 
brought in a clear $300 from the sale of 
the blooms.1

ing for some time later than would 
otherwise be possible by lighting tires 
on cold nights at the ends of the rows. 
In this way I get them over the first 
frosty spell, after which there is usually 
a season of quite warm weather, so that 
frequently my dahlias are blooming 
beau tit ally tip to the end of November. 


I try to make the flowers I grow alter- 


nate, so that when one sort stops bloom- 
ing another begins. 
My violets are 


flowering from the last of September to 
the end of April; then come the roses 
through the summer, and the sweet pease, 
with dahlias in the fall and violets again 
until spring. You can perceive that my 
way of growing flowers does not make 
necessary any large investment in green- 
houses or otherwise. Of course there are 
some expenses. I have two men to 
help me, though one of them I should 
have to keep anyway for other purposes. 
There ia a great deal in the proper pack- 
ing of flowers for market. 


"For example, violets must be placed 


in bunches in pasteboard boxes, with 
waxed paper folded loosely around them. 
They must not be touched with water, 
because to do so will take away their 
sweetness. I consider my own flower 
growing enterprise as only begun thus 
far; some day I hope to become a r^ 
ionaire by selling violets and swo^t pease 
At all events there is money ',n the busi- 
ness, properly pursued, a^j more women 
ought to go into it."—%Vashington Star.
